WAYTE  RAYMOND: 

THE  MAN  AND  THE  ERA 

Wayte  Raymond,  internationally  renowned  numismatic  scholar,  dealer  and  publisher, 
passed  away  quietly  on  Sunday,  Sept.  23,  1956,  in  New  York  City's  Roosevelt 
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Hospital.  His  death  culminated  a  struggle  that  he  had  begun  almost  a  year 
earlier.  In  the  fall  of  1955,  he  underwent  serious  abdominal  surgery,  and  was 
hospitalized  until  late  winter.  During  April  and  May  of  1956,  his  many  friends 
were  convinced  that  recovery  was  complete,  and  in  June  he  left  for  his  summer 
home  in  Montauk,  at  the  east  end  of  Long  Island.  However,  almost  immediately 
thereafter  complications  arose,  and  during  the  summer  months  he  became  steadily 
worse.  His  strong  heart,  which  had  survived  an  almost  critical  illness  eight 
years  before,  began  to  fail.  In  July,  WR  lost  his  voice,  and  was  thus  inca¬ 
pacitated  until  his  death. 

Seventy  years,  while  generally  considered  a  generous  life  span,  is,  in  retro¬ 
spect,  but  a  short  period  of  time  upon  this  earth  f or  a  man  with  a  purpose. 
Wayte  Raymond's  entire  life  was  truly  dedicated  to  numismatics.  He  bore  the 
title  "Numismatist"  with  honor,  having  earned  it  through  countless  endeavors 
for  over  half  a  century.  The  achievements  of  no  other  man,  however  interested 
in  our  scientific  hobby,  can  yet  parallel  the  career  of  this  dean  of  American 
Numismatics . 

Wayte  Raymond  was  born  Nov.  9,  1886  in  South  Norwalk,  Conn.,  of  native  New 
England  stock.  His  forebears  included  the  Prescotts  of  American  Revolutionary 
fame.  While  a  very  young  man  he  chose  a  banking  career,  and  as  a  teller  in 
the  City  National  Bank  of  South  Norwalk  became  interested  in  coins.  Old  and 
unfamiliar  money  regularly  appeared  upon  bank  counters  shortly  after  the  turn 
of  the  century,  and  WR,  like  many  a  Yankee  before  him,  soon  started  to  collect. 
On  June  1,  1902,  he  joined  the  A.N.A.  at  the  age  of  16,  receiving  Membership 
No.  396.  A  born  trader,  Mr.  Raymond,  like  so  many  of  us,  started  to  deal  on  a 
part  time  basis  in  an  effort  to  enhance  his  collection.  Finally,  his  numis¬ 
matic  interest  became  overpowering.  With  $500  borrowed  from  his  father,  a 
manufacurer  of  fine  bristle  brushes,  Wayte  Raymond  came  to  New  York  City  as  a 
full  time  dealer.  In  1912,  after  an  unsuccessful  attempt  at  forming  a  partner¬ 
ship  to  have  included  the  equally  young  and  exuberant  B.  Max  Mehl ,  WR  went  it 
alone.  He  founded  the  United  States  Coin  Co.  with  offices  at  200  Fifth  Ave. 

Almost  from  the  start,  Wayte  Raymond  was  progressively  successful.  He  built 
his  business  carefully,  utilizing  his  modest  capital  many  times  over.  Feeling 
his  way  cautiously,  he  applied  both  the  fixed  price  list  and  the  auction  sale 
catalog  to  his  trade.  Unlike  almost  all  of  his  competitors  of  the  period,  he 
shied  away  from  a  "junk  shop"  atmosphere,  refusing  to  handle  the  then  popular 
antiquities  and  curiosities  including  autographs,  Indian  relics,  old  newspapers 
and  stamps.  Wayte  Raymond,  more  so  than  any  other  American  professional,  ini¬ 
tially  attempted  to  deal  only  in  fine  material,  the  numismatic  "classics"  of 
every  period,  from  every  country. 

During  the  early  years,  WR  held  several  famous  public  aution  sales.  The  first 
was  that  of  the  Malcolm  N.  Jackson  collection,  sold  on  May  20-22,  1913-  Two 
years  later,  almost  to  the  day,  he  offered  another  top-grade  plate  catalog, 
selling  the  famous  Granberg-Woodin  collection  as  that  of  "A  Prominent  American. 
This  last  sale  featured  a  great  many  important  U.  S.  rarities,  among  them  the 
fabulous  1873  "CC"  dime  without  arrows  in  mint  state,  purchased  on  the  floor  by 
dealer  Rud  Kohler.  Now  in  the  Eliasberg  collection,  this  coin  is  the  rarest 
regularly  issued  American  silver  piece.  Also  during  this  period,  the  United 
States  Coin  Co.  offered  William  Earl  Hidden's  Canadian  coins,  the  Foster  Lard- 
ner  and  George  M.  Andrus  collections,  Dr.  George  French's  hard  times  tokens 
and  several  other  important  consignments. 

Following  his  interest  in  coin  sales,  Wayte  Raymond  turned  to  softer  selling, 
directing  his  talents  towards  individual  quotations  and  the  development  of  a 
select  clientele.  In  March,  1923,  he  handled  the  purchase  and  sale  of  the  Col. 
James  W.  Ellsworth  collection,  a  $100,000  transaction.  This  2,000  piece  col- 
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lection  contained  two  1 80-4  dollars  and  was  the  largest  numismatic  deal  of  its 
kind  up  to  that  time.  His  customers  in  the  twenties  included  W.  C.  Atwater, 
Virgil  Brand,  John  W.  Garrett  and  Waldo  C.  Newcomer,  among  the  most  prolific 
numismatic  acquisitors  of  the  decade.  In  short  order,  Mr.  Raymond  cultivated 
Col.  E.  H.  R.  Green,  the  millionaire  eccentric  son  of  Hetty  Green,  who  rapidly 
became  not  only  a  close  friend  but  his  most  important  client.  This  friendly 
business  relationship  continued  until  the  Colonel's  death  in  1936.  Wayte  Ray¬ 
mond  combed  the  American  and  foreign  markets  for  Col.  Green,  spending  many 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  on  order,  and  buying  entire  collections  to 
obtain  a  few  choice  specimens.  During  the  late  twenties,  he  traveled  to  Eur¬ 
ope  extensively,  sometimes  crossing  the  Atlantic  twice  in  one  year. 

Uptown  customers  demanded  an  uptown  address,  and  for  a  lont  time  WR  had  his 
offices  with  the  old  Anderson  (late  Parke-Bernet)  Galleries  at  489  Park  Ave . 

It  was  from  here  that  he  catalogued  and  sold  the  largest  accumulation  of  rare 
Candian  coins  ever  brought  together  by  a  single  individual,  the  property  of 
W.  W.  C.  Wilson  of  Montreal.  This  fantastic  collection,  also  rich  in  Early 
American,  Indian  Peace  and  Candian  medals,  was  offered  and  sold  in  four  separ¬ 
ate  sales,  in  1925,  1926,  1927  and  1928.  Modern  numismatists  interested  in 
Canadian  coins  would  be  thrilled  to  own  one  authentic  proof;  many  collectors 
and  dealers  have  never  seen  an  early  British  North  American  coin  in  that  pres¬ 
ervation.  Wilson  had  146  proofs,  not  including  strict  patterns.  Like  many 
a  professional  who  started  and  remained  a  collector,  Wayte  Raymond  had  his 
favorite  series.  One  of  them  was  American  colonial  and  Indian  Peace  medals, 
the  former  of  great  interest  to  Henry  Chapman  and  even  the  author.  In  addition 
to  the  first  (1925)  Wilson  sale,  perhaps  the  greatest  offering  of  this  material 
handled  by  WR  was  the  collection  of  Charles  P.  Senter  of  St.  Louis.  This  lit¬ 
tle  known  public  auction  took  place  in  1933,  at  the  depth  of  the  depression. 

It  was  during  the  early  thirties  that  Wayte  Raymond  made  one  of  the  greatest 
decisions  of  his  long  career,  assuming  responsibility  for  the  operation  of  the 
Scott  Stamp  &  Coin  Co.'s  numismatic  department.  Affiliated  with  Scott's,  and 
also  on  the  third  floor  at  1  West  47th  St.,  were  the  J.  C.  Morgenthau  Galler¬ 
ies.  Long  an  advocate  of  the  public  coin  sale,  Raymond  made  an  arrangement 
with  dealer  Jim  MacAllister  of  Philadelphia  to  hold  numismatic  auctions  on  the 
Morgenthau  premises.  MacAllister  catalogued  the  consignments,  while  WR  did 
the  missionary  work  for  the  coins,  had  the  catalogs  printed  and  made  all  the 
necessary  arrangements.  Old-timers,  and  some  of  us  who  are  not  so  old,  will 
long  remember  the  fruits  of  this  partnership.  The  Raymond-MacAllister  "Mor¬ 
genthau  sales"  featured  choice  U.  S.  coins  from  old  collections  during  the 
entire  13  years  of  their  existence.  They  were  climaxed  by  the  sale  of  the 
Howard  R.  Newcomb  collection  in  1945,  one  of  the  most  important  cent  offerings. 
In  1936,  some  time  after  his  affiliation  with  the  Scott  firm,  WR  opened  per¬ 
sonal  offices  in  Rockerfeller  Center,  where  he  remained  until  late  in  the  war 
years.  His  last  New  York  office  was  located  at  654  Madison  Ave.,  which  he 
vacated  early  in  1956.  About  11  years  ago,  upon  the  return  of  Comdr.  Charles 
M.  Wormser  from  duty  with  the  navy,  Mr.  Raymond  turned  over  the  management  of 
the  Scott  Coin  Dept,  to  the  New  Netherlands  Coin  Co. 

While  many  successful  professionals  in  the  rare  coin  business  have  made  out¬ 
standing  contributions  to  the  hobby,  no  one  man  did  more  for  American  Numis¬ 
matics  than  did  Wayte  Raymond.  It  was  WR,  who  in  1930  obtained  the  Beistle 
patents  and  created  the  famous  National  Coin  album  line.  The  actual  promo¬ 
tion  of  these  high-grade  "penny  boards"  made  date  and  proof  collecting  what 
it  is  today  in  this  country.  He  not  only  pioneered  the  coin  album,  but  at 
one  time  or  another  tried  hard  to  create  interest  in  various  other  containers, 
including  coin  holders,  blocks  and  trays,  and  even  small  portable  cabinets. 
However,  the  attainment  that  removed  Wayte  Raymond  from  both  his  predecessors 
and  contemporaries,  the  efforts  that  could  be  called  truly  great,  were  his  many 


publishing  ventures. 


Wayte  Raymond  started  with  a  modest  house  organ  in  September,  191*1,  called  the 
"United  States  Coin  Co.  Bulletin."  From  the  beginning,  he  tried  to  educate  col¬ 
lectors  as  he  promoted  numismatics.  His  first  bulletin  reprinted  part  of  the 
scarce  Haseltine  type  table,  utilizing  seven  pages  of  space,  while  only  a  half 
page  was  spent  advertising  the  coins  referred  to.  As  the  years  rolled  by,  WR 
published  a  "Coin  &  Medal  Bulletin"  (1916-1933),  "The  Coin  Collector  Series,"  a 
new  version  of  the  old  Scott's  "Coin  Collector's  Journal"  (  193*1-195*1),  and  num¬ 
erous  other  individual  and  related  items.  From  1931  to  1933,  he  formulated  the 
book  that  was  destined  to  become  the  bible  of  the  trade  in  American  coins  and 
paper  money,  his  "Standard  Catalogue."  In  193*1  this  title  appeared  in  sections 
and  featured  prices  of  individual  coins;  a  year  later  it  was  published  as  a 
single  volume,  in  the  format  familiar  for  twenty  years.  In  1938,  Raymond  put 
together  the  first  volume  of  "Coins  of  the  World,"  a  standard  text  of  twentieth 
century  foreign  issues.  This  work  was  soon  followed  by  a  similar  book  on  nine¬ 
teenth  century  coins.  His  United  States  catalog,  the  standard  paper  money  book 
and  pamphlets,  and  even  his  "Coins  of  the  World"  have  found  imitators,  and  oc¬ 
casional  detractors,  but  they  were  the  first  in  their  fields,  and  it  was  the 
Raymond  publications  that  gave  the  boost  so  desparately  needed  to  numismatic 
interest  in  the  United  States. 

Some  of  the  Raymond  books  made  money,  several  sold  coins  for  him  and  others. 

Even  so,  a  large  number  of  his  ventures  were  inspired  missionary  work,  ideas 
and  achievements  that  he  could  not  hope  to  profit  by  in  his  lifetime.  Highly 
representative  of  these  were  the  booklets  published  during  the  past  few  years, 
each  featuring  scientific  articles  on  American  numismatics  by  such  authors  as 
Breen,  Kenney,  Lloyd  and  Newman.  Few  people  know  that  Wayte  Raymond  sent  Wal¬ 
ter  Breen,  the  most  competent  numismatic  researcher  in  the  United  States,  on 
trips  to  the  National  Archives,  paid  Breen  a  salary,  paid  his  expenses,  and 
published  the  splendid  results  of  this  work,  paying  Breen  an  author's  fee  for 
his  completed  manuscripts.  Fewer  yet  understand  that  WR  did  not  even  realize 
the  cost  of  composition  for  almost  all  of  this  work,  much  less  the  other  ex¬ 
penses  including  all  of  the  initial  preparation  and  remaining  printing  costs. 

To  many,  Wayte  Raymond  the  man  presented  somewhat  of  an  enigma.  They  did  not 
really  know  him.  Often  called  a  shrewd  Yankee  trader,  he  still  managed  to  be 
scrupulously  fair  with  those  he  dealt  with  on  his  level.  Sometimes  too  firm, 
occasionally  stubbornly  hard,  he  repeatedly  insisted  that  the  other  fellow  was 
always  entitled  to  his  share.  While  WR  could  be,  and  often  was,  extraordinar¬ 
ily  gregarious  with  small  groups  of  intimate  friends,  he  strove  hard  to  remain 
aloof  from  the  herd  of  common  collectors.  A  charter  member  of  the  somewhat 
exclusive  New  York  Numismatic  Club  since  1908,  he  attended  few  meetings  in  the 
early  days,  none  for  the  better  part  of  his  life.  Always  he  did  business  by 
appointment,  carefully  choosing  those  he  wanted  to  talk  to  and  see.  Perhaps 
part  of  this  selectiveness  was  caused  by  the  painful  migraine  headaches  he  often 
experienced.  A  portly  man  on  the  tall  side,  Raymond  lived  well.  He  was  a  gen¬ 
erous  host,  a  lover  of  fine  food  and  liquor,  beautiful  books,  objets  d'art  and 
luxurious  surroundings.  Sure  of  himself  and  his  purpose,  he  was,  nevertheless, 
at  times,  painfully  shy.  Not  vain,  he  kept  from  almost  all  his  membership  in 
New  York's  important  Kane  Masonic  Lodge,  often  called  the  "Explorer's  Lodge," 
the  fact  that  he  was  a  Son  of  the  Revolution,  one  of  the  first  Americans  to  be 
selected  to  be  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Society  (1917),  a  benefactor  of  the  ANS  (1950). 

Wayte  Raymond  was  a  crusader  in  his  own  right.  Highly  disdainful  of  the  baser 
aspects  of  the  hobby,  he  quietly  rebelled  against  cheap  and  misleading  premium 
books  when  they  were  the  rage,  roll  collectors  and  misinformed  numismatic  spec¬ 
ulators  in  recent  years.  He  put  back  a  considerable  amount  of  the  money  he 
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took  from  coins,  in  an  attempt  to  inform  the  average  collector  of  what  he  knew 
to  be  fine  and  good.  Like  most  self-educated  men,  he  was  always  willing  to 
learn.  Never  a  student  in  the  technical  sense  of  the  word,  he  amassed  a  gar¬ 
gantuan  reservoir  of  knowledge  concerning  coins  of  all  periods  and  countries. 

In  this  respect,  he  was  on  a  par  with  the  Chapman  brothers  and  his  close  friend 
B.  G.  Johnson  of  the  St.  Louis  Stamp  &  Coin  Co.  Conservative  in  both  his  per¬ 
sonal  and  business  thinking,  Raymond  indulged  his  great  knowledge  and  experience 
carefully.  The  valuations  in  his  catalogs  reflected  this  conservatism,  at  times 
to  an  undesirable  degree.  He  handled  numerous  large  collections  and  many  thou¬ 
sands  of  fine  coins  during  his  long  appearance  upon  the  American  numismatic 
stage.  Within  recent  memory,  the  Elliott  Smith,  Hillyer  Ryder  and  J.  P.  Morgan 
collections  come  quickly  to  mind,  but  there  were  countless  others. 

Serious  and  secretly  sensitive,  at  times  overconscientious ,  the  real  Wayte 
Raymond  was  known  to  all  too  few.  His  enormous  capacity  for  giving  to  those 
he  believed  deserving,  the  deep  rooted  generosity  and  unselfishness  of  the  man, 
will  never  be  fully  known.  His  vivacious  wife  Olga,  who  survives  him,  recently 
reflected  that  "in  the  40  years  I  lived  with  him,  he  never  said  a  bitter  word 
against  anyone."  All  of  the  coins  and  collections,  the  publications  and  the 
labors,  great  as  each  or  all  might  have  been,  none  meet  the  test  of  a  man  more 
than  that  one  sentence. 

Wayte  Raymond's  remarkable  achievements  could  possibly  be  duplicated,  but  his 
instinctive  kindness,  his  ready  chuckle,  his  deep  sense  of  loyalty  and  decency, 
will  be  forever  missed.

SEVENTY-FIFTH  YEAR  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  SCHULMAN 

With  this  sale  the  Schulman  family  will  have  been  in  the  coin  business  75  years. 
In  1880  my  Grandfather  Jacques  Schulman,  who  had  been  a  private  collector  for 
many  years  decided  to  engage  in  the  coin  business  as  a  profession,  limiting  his 
personal  collecting  to  just  Dutch  East  Indies  coins  which  were  his  favorite. 

His  first  price  list  was  mailed  from  Amersfoort  (near  Amsterdam)  in  1 880 .  He 
had  a  reputation  as  an  expert  on  Oriental  coins  and  a  vast  general  knowledge 
of  coins  of  the  world. 

In  1890  the  entire  Schulman  family  moved  to  Amsterdam  and  opened  a  coin  busi¬ 
ness  at  448  Keizersgracht  where  a  coin  business  is  still  being  carried  on  by 
my  cousin  Jacques. 

Grandfather  had  two  sons,  Mauritz  (my  father)  affectionately  known  to  his  many 
friends  all  over  the  globe  as  "Max,"  and  Andre  (father  of  my  cousin  Jacques). 
Both  sons  took  great  interest  in  the  coin  business  and  spent  all  their  spare 
time  in  the  shop  learning  the  trade.  Max  in  1 8 9 1  at  the  age  of  15  became  a 
full  fledged  employee  working  usually  until  11  each  night  (can  you  imagine  an 
apprentice  doing  that  today?).  The  entire  Schulman  family  lived  over  the  shop. 
Grandfather  died  in  1913  and  the  business  was  carried  on  by  Max  and  Andre. 

Around  1913  my  father  began  making  yearly  visits  to  America  and  continued  them, 
except  for  war  years  until  1937.  He  made  a  host  of  friends  and  supplied  many 
rare  coins  to  such  collectors  as  Brand,  Newcomer,  Wormser,  Boyd,  Raymond,  Gibbs, 
Livverright  and  many  others. 

The  business  in  Amsterdam  was  growing  rapidly  and  from  1910  on  was  large  and 
prosperous  as  one  important  collection  after  another  was  sold  through  auctions 
or  private  sales.  The  catalogues  of  many  sales  such  as  Meili,  Da  Silva,  Cas¬ 
tro,  Grogan,  Fernand,  Davis,  Newcomer,  Moquette  and  many  others  are  still  used 
as  check  lists  by  many  collectors.  My  uncle  Andre  concentrated  on  the  Euro¬ 
pean  end  of  the  business  and  attended  all  the  important  sales  in  Germany,  France 
and  England. 

In  1936  Andre  died  too  young  but  did  miss  the  ordeal  of  the  German  occupation. 
After  his  death  it  was  decided  his  son  Jacques  would  open  a  coin  business  under 
his  own  name  at  The  Hague  and  my  father,  Max,  would  continue  in  Amsterdam  under 
the  firm  name  "J.  Schulman." 

I  joined  my  father  after  finishing  school  in  1937  and  studied  the  business  under 
him  until  1939  when  pending  events  "cast  their  shadow  before"  and  established 
my  own  business  in  New  York  under  the  kind  and  able  guidance  of  my  Father's 
closest  friend  Wayte  Raymond.  I  became  an  American  citizen  in  1945  and  the  bus¬ 
iness  prospered.  Things  in  Europe  however  were  not  good.  Hitler  occupied  the 
Netherlands.  My  father  was  arrested  by  the  Gestapo  and  never  heard  of  again  un¬ 
til  recently  when  we  learned  he  had  been  put  to  death  in  a  concentration  camp 
during  July,  1943-
